Fenton fifteen charges and speciflentious of 
efficial misconduct against Mayor Guntbor, Controller 
Brennan, City Inspector Boole, Corporation Counsel 
Develin, and Recorder Hoflman of this city, The 
eharge states that, in the pursuance of their daties ax 
Commissioners appointed by aot of the Lopisla:ure to 
make a contract for cleaning the etroots of this city, 
dey havo willfully and corruptly disobeyed the require. 
gents ond provisions of such act, that, while the act 
specifiod "five yoara” os the length of a con- 
freot, they ninde ono for ‘ten years,” and its pro- 
posals ere not, as tho enid Commissioners well 
‘now, the most advantageous to the public interest, or 
Sikely to securo tho most effective servic; and they 
432 willfaly and corroptly plan and cousnmmato a

‘Tho specifications recited distinotly and positively buar 
ext the statement contained in the charge, showing 
shat respovsible parties had repeatedly offered to clean 
Be olty for ten yoars at a cost from &300,000 to €5,165,- 
200 leas than the sum paid the prosent contractors. It 
4y also alleged (hat the contract is drawn up to the legal 
yrotection of the contractors and not in tho interest of 
fe city, and that tho contractors are either intimate 
ascolates or partocrs of the various Commissioners.

‘The jury 
find thot there were gross neglect and violation of the 
regulatibnes of the road, and thet Charles Hunt, Presi- 
dent and Superintendent of the Company, and ono ef 
tho conductores, an engineer, and a master workman in 
its employ, were culpable in the matter, Two of tho 
twelve Jurors dissented from this yordict,

‘The Southern Atlantic States, 
Upon the recent withdrawal of the Union 
forces from Fayettevillo, N.C. the old pro-Slavery 
spirit again became rampant, and Unionists were 
driven from the town under threets of violence, A 
negro was strung up by the thombs in the public 
sgnare, ond received 49 lashes from a efyil officer, re- 
centlyaprointed by Gov. Holden, Those outrages be- 
came £0 frequent that the city haa recently recelyed a 
new garrison—U. S. colored yolnntoors. 
The statue of Jefferson, executed in marble 
by the lote Virginia artist, Alexander Galt of Norfolk, 
now lies in the University of Virginia, boxed up, just 
as it ceme from Europe.

A private letter published in a Chicago paper 
gives farther porticolars of tho fiendish murdora of 
freedmen in Southern Alabama, Ata meeting beld in 
Mobilo it was stated that 133 dead nogroes had beop 
found in the woods; five bodies wera scen floating fa 
tbe river; two white men were seon to pull a negro 
down eerozs alog, ond cut iis Load off with an ax, 
Women ond children were killed, and then boxed up 
and thrown into the river; a women was killed by o 
white man and burial refused by him to her relatives, 
For a block man to bo seen with ‘ grconbacks" 
fo bls posserston is death. Colored peoplo are biding 
in the woods, living on berries, fruite, &c., to esoapa the 
fary of their former masters, Thoso statemonts were 
mufle by intelligent, candid colored men, before an 
audience of several hundred. . 
The Rebol Gen. Slaughter publishes a letter 
fally exculpating Gen. Mejia and tho Imperial forces 
from tho charge of assisting tho Confederates, Ile saya 
that not a rifle or 8 muskotvever crossed the Rio 
Graride, or otherwise entered the Confederacy through 
the Imperial tines. Being offered somo pieces of artil- 
lory ho called on Gen. MoJin to make atrengomenta to 
got them into Texas, Tho latter repliod unhealtatingly 
that he would take active steps to maintain a atriot 
neatrality, consequently tho artillery was not pur- 
chosed. 
The railroad from Brazos to Brownsyillo, 
‘Texus, 18 caid to bo comploted, and tho whistlo of tho 
Jocomotivo has beon heard for the first time along tho 
banks of the Rio Grande, According toa recent mill 
tary oriler no person im allowed to carry arms in 
Browneritle except officers of the arms, without a writ:

A party of soldiers loft Jackson, Tenn., a fow 
dase ago, to bunt up some borses which had boon atolon. 
They Wero attucked by a large uumbor of guorrillus, 
drivon back and obliged to abandon their borvcs, It ia 
roported that tliteo of the eoldiera wore killed after fall- 
ing Into tho guerrillos' handa, Two of tho guorrillas 
have beon captured, 

Jim Hopwood, tho notorions guerrilla, and 
West MoCallum, his companton, were recet tly cought 
in Marshall County, Teno,, by a detachment of tho dist 
Missouri, and shot. Largo quantities of goods stolen 
by (horo mon and secreted in different portions of the 
county were found avd rotarned to their owners, Quiet 
now prevails in that portion of the State. 

The officers of the Ist U. S.C. Heavy Artil- 
lory hove beld a mecting at Greonville, ‘Yeou., and 
unnntinonsly adopted resolations strongly r-commond.

Thc 
Indinua boy was driukjug; the nogro patrol attompted 
to arrest bim;‘be resisted, and tho negro shot him. 
Two officers of colored regiments were 
Wounded whilo attempting to quall a riot at 9: German 
Cea areas soFera VP" the’ Tlaglvudera wore ar- 
reated. 

The ex-Rebel Gen. Wheeler was attacked 
and covoroly beaten in Nashville on the 2d, by twa 
Union offeere, in consequonce of a threat mado by 
bim during tho war.

The Chicago and North-Western Railroad 
Company buviug furnished the General Land Office 
with a map of the new line of eaid roud, nutborized by 
a resolution of Congress, approved April 25, 1862, In- 
structions have been Issued by the Commissioner to the 
local Jond officers at Monnsha, Wisconsin, that the 
odd sections of the original route are still held jn reser 
vation as Inuring to that State for tho railroad; that 
tho even sections withia six miles of the origiual route 
aro reduced to $1 25 per acre, and that the even sections 
within eix wiles of the now route are increased to $2 50 
por acre; that parties who bave purebased within elx 
wiles of the original lino avd pal therefor 6250 per 
sore, and vot brought within six miles of the new one, 
their heirs or assigns will be allowed to ebange such 
location to tho vow line, or entor without further pay- 
mont on additional quantity of lands held at $125 per 
acre, subject to private entry, as will be equal to that 
origiaully entered. 

Our special correspondent at Conneil Grove, 
Knnoos, writing on tho 7th inst.,says that the negligonce 
in furnishing supplies and subsistonoe, as well as with- 
holding their pay for ten months, fo Laving a yory bad 
effect among tho oflleers and men dotailed for cavalry 
service avainst the Indians. Hundreds have alroudy 
deserted since the transfor of tho troops to Kansas, and 
dczertiona aro of so common occurrence, thet many 
oflicors prophesy thomsolves without a command in 
thirty days, Military movomonts of vast Importance 
uro jp progress, aud woutd bayo long since obtained 
peaco hnd there been thirty doys" supplies for the troops 
to bo ongaged. .

The passen- 
kors on many of the ships in quarantine are auld to be 
dying by scores, of sicknozs, neglect, and starvation, 
Guarded by an armed force, who provent all egress, 
es a mnttor of course the obolera has broken out 
among them, and there is no telling where it will end, 
83 every case -entails an extension of qnorantine. 
Oue villego on the Bosphorus, called the Yeniken!, 
has enffered so severely that all tho principal iubabit- 
ants have quitted it, ond tho steamboats calling thers 


embarking. The Vieervy, who loft Egypt to escapa 
the disonse, ie staying in Constantinople, Ho has e3- 
tublished a cordon of military about bis palace for the

A SUORT ANSWER, 

Mr. Rayinond reiterates his nore elaborate 
attack on mo with regard to tbe Niagara over- 
tures; but he offers nothing new, aud ovly 
reproduces the letters which make his side of 
tho controversy, suppressing and disregarding 
mine, All that I need say in reply is this:

3. As to. whothor my own position in the 
premises—that I would have no part in exact- 
ing conditions of the Rebels as prerequisite to 
their being allowed to make an offer of terms of 
prace—was right or wrong, it suffices that it 
was explicitly reiterated by me (in my letters 
of July 10th and 13th) and distinctly understood 
by the President, Le had those letters belare bim 
when he tulegraphed me (on the 16th) that he 
wes ‘“disappointed” tha: I had not already 
“brought him a man or men.” 

4, Of course,L cavnot say that Mr.Lincoln did 
not expect mo to go to Ningara and bring him

TRE CAELE.~ 
The uncertain nows of the 17th is made cer- 
tain by the accounts which are published else- 
where. The cable lies at the bottom of the 
Atlantic, one end fast anchored on shore at 
Valontia, the otber end anchored to the bed 
of the ocean, six hundred miles from Heart's 
Content, Afler tho two accidents herotofore 
reported, both from the penetration of the cable 
by pieces of iron wire, there was a third loss of 


insulation on Wednesday, August 2 The 
ship was atopped and ao third attempt 


made to hanl in the eable. Tho machinery 
for that purpoae was in the bows of the Great 
Eastern, aud was operated by a separate cn- 
gine. ‘That engine, suys Mr. Ficld, stopped for 
a considerable time for want of water, Whon 
uve miles of the cable Lad been recovered, it 
was cut to see whether the fault lad come on 
board. Tho narrative at this point grows o 
little obscure, but we infer from Mr. Field's 
statement that the hauliug-in process continued 
after the cable had been cut, and that alpost. 
immediately the cablo purted in-bonrd a 
short distaneo outside whero it had been cut, 
With tho maghinery disordered and unable to 
hold it, the great strain and weight of tho sus- 
pended cable outside the ship carried tho ond 
inatautly overboard, and there was no time to! 
seize it—mueh less to attach a buoy. ‘Tho ond 
of the cable went to the bed of the oceau, Yet 
not quite hopelessly. The Great Enstorn 
steamed back twelve miles on her course, and 
in 1,950 fathoms of water began dragging for 
tho cablo—that is, she throw ovor a grapnel 


transversely, wo suppose, to’ the line of 
its laying, and went fgoling about for 
the wire. Probably it is the first 


instance of dredging at such a depth avd for 
such a purpose. It might have been rogarded 
a3 a desperate expedient, yot it was thought to 
be tomporarily and partially snocessful. On 
tho morning of the following day, ‘Thursday, 
August 4, it became ovidont, eays Mr. Field, 
from the stram, that tho grapnol had caught the 


cablo, and dhoy bogan to haul in, After aearly 


given meachance to reap so much glory so} 


“ight hours hauling, 1,150 fathoms of grappling 
‘rope being on bonrd, the tackle parted, and 


rope and cable together sank onco moro 
to ‘tho bottom, As a not less remark- 
able experiment tban tho grappling, 9 
Wnoy was Jowered with 2,400 fathoms of 
cable—we presune of condemned Atlantic 
‘Yelegraph—aud o “ mushroom” to hold it and 
{mark the spat. It was nothing less than an at- 
tempt to anchor in the middlo of the Atlantic, 
in 1,950 fathoms of water. This appears to 
have beon successful. ‘The grappling was again 
tried on the 7th, and again Mr. Field thinks tho 
cable “was soized and “partially hauled up, 
when the sbackles broke once more, 
and 1,600 fathoms more ropo went to keep 
tho cable company. A kecond buoy was 
lowered, rough weather followed, the buoys 
rode out the gales and a third attempt was made 
to grapple the cabla on ‘Thursday, Aug. 10. 
‘Phe grapnel came up foul with its own chin. 
A fourth attempt on the 11th resulted in another 
Droukago of tho shackles after getting but 710 
fathoms of rope, and then the Great Eastern, 
having no more rope on board, started for 
England, Mc. Field docs not eay whether sho 
means to come back and try it again, 
but it is so reported by the steamers 
which arrived at St. John. Mr. Ficid 
is evidently persuaded that the grapnel 
really got hold of the enble, but it is net im- 
possible that it fastened on something else. At 
any rate the probability of recovering the cable, 
whieh lies in nearly 2,000 fathoms of water, 
and marked by a buoy which may easily be 
mado to shift its position by storms, is very 
questionable 


TUE WOUSATONED VERDICT. 

For ouce wo have a Coroner's Jury that has 
dono its duty manfully ina case of rnilzoud 
murder, ‘The verdict on the Housatonic ease is 
clear, straightforward, and decisive. A minority 
of two partially dissents, but to no purpose. The 
ansiety of Messrs. Seuly and Stovonson to screen 
tho railroad officials will delude nobody. The 
vordict of pumnbers and the weight of evidence 
is on the other side. Plain rales of the Com- 
pany were yivlated by officers of the Company. 
If they bad not been violated thero would 
have been no accident, and the ten 
lives on which tho inquest was called 
would have beon saved. We have Mr, Andrew 
Winslow, muster mechanic, Mr. Edward R. 
Lyman, engineer, Mr. Henry L. Plumb, con- 
ductor, und Mr. Charles Hunt, President and 
Superintendent of the Housatonic Road, ar- 
raigued and convicted before a jury of their 
peers. They and each of them are guilty of the 
tendeaths, ‘In consequence,” says the verdict} 
‘of the careless neglect of simple precautions 
by these officers and employés of the road, ten 
human lives baye been éacrifived, We, the nu- 
dersigned jurors, baying considered the evidence 
given to us, do on cor oaths say that Mrs. E. 
O, Wakemau, Mr. Heury Lamberton, Mrs, 
Marin Thorne, Mrs. Sarab Kagan, Samuel 
Crofut, William Memmott, Thos. O'Brien, 
Goo.

A 
knowledge of the art of book-keeping is neces- 
sary to a clerk, but the art of doctoring acconnts 
and of coasing the poor figures to lie, should be 
pointed out to tender pupils as the old original 
Black Art, the professors of which, sooner or 
later, are invariably carried away to the places 
prepared for them by chuckling and victorious 
Satan.

Uavk accounts, with no censure of the devices 
by which they are magvified. Soon he is ripe 
forruin, If he escape, it will be by chanoe. 
Ho will perish forlack of the very “mavliness” 
which nobody bas ever explained to him. Avy 
Commercial Academy which teaches this bas 
oor hearty commendation, liowever: mediocre 
may be its penmanship aud however dubious-its 
double-entry.

Now, no person can he more conscions than I 
am that the two individuals, T. W. avd H. G 
their loves and hutes, attractions and antip 
thies, are of no public consequence.

Weed's elaborate ai But there are que 
tions of principle and points of history involved 
{m2 Mr. Weed’s diatribe which seem to me of 
wider interest; and, now that the War is over 
and its pressure on pnblic attention and news- 
paper columns withdrawn, there is space for 
their disoussion and timo for their consideration. 
Let me, therofore, once for all, review the chief’ 
accusations brought ogainst me by Mr. Weed; 
and, that I may do so more lucidly, I will 
cespect the order of time, rather than thet 
chosen by wy assailant. 

I. Mr. Lincoln had just beon chosen Presi 
dent, Nov., 1860, when the long threatenca 
movement for Disunion was begun in Sonth 
Carolina, awaking responsive echoes in othor 
Blave States. The Government was yet, and 
for four months must romain, in the trembling 
hands of James Buchanan, with Cobb, Floyd, 
Jacob Thompson & Co. es his Cabinet ad- 
visers. It was clear that nothing would be 
done by or could be done through these mon 
in the way of resistance to the Secéssion con- 
opiracy, whercin nearly all the Governors, State 
officers, legislators, and other inflnential Demo- 
crate, of the Slave States wore already mvolyed. 
From the political South, but two voices were 
heard: one seying, ‘Wo will not wait 
Wwe want no compromise, no concession: we 
will have nothing bat Disunion;” the other 
responding, “We will givo the North one more 
chanco to back square ont of its resistance to 
Blavery Extension, and, if she docs not, we 
too are for Disnnion.” And the Domocratic 
presses and politicians of the Froe States all 
raised their voices in concerted, clamorons de- 
mand that we [Republicans} shontd back down, 
and expressly consign forever to Slavery all 
Federal territory, present and future, gouth- 
ward of lat.

GOVERNMENT OREDIT, 

Thoro is ono point that does not seem to re- 
ceive sufficient emphasis from tho press, and 
that ia the wonderful firmness of Goverumont 

urities during the recent panio. It stands to 
Bae that, during times of momentary excite- 
Ment, with distrust and ansiety in the money 
market, those securities most genorally held 
would be most generally depreciated. The first 
effect of a panio is to send every timid holder to 
the Stock Board. The momont 5 shade of mis- 
trost passes over any security,’ it becomes the 
intotest of the holder to get it ont of bis posse: 
sion 80 soon_ns possible, aud there can be no 
better test of tho valne of an investment than 
its bebaviorin times of danger, When the 
frauds of young Ketchum wero first mentioned, 
and people did not know the extentof his depre- 
datious, thore was a goneral rush to the brokers 
by all who bold securities, ‘The sales largely 
increased. The day before the announcement 
of the defalcation, 4,134 shares of leading stocks 
wero gold. Tho day after the announcement, 
33,315 shares of the same stocks weresold. The 
Panio was not confined to any particular se- 
curity. It ran slong the wholo Erie suf- 
fored most, the decline being 9]. The others 
had their share, Tho Now-York Central fell 
44; Hudson River, 8}; Reading, 78, and so on 
down to 4—tho fall of the Michigan 
Central, and ¢ho lightest fall of the day. There 
was uo particular reason why these railroad 
shares should depreciate, The defalcations of 
Ketchum and otbers did not affect them. Not 
a dollar was lost to their earnings; not a penny 
taken from their capital stuck. But the law of, 
panies, or, a8 might be said, the law of anareby, 
epaies nothing. When men lose their wits and 
find themselves p: d with the sudden sense 
of danger, they are only controlled by tho # 
stiuct of safety, and in cases like this tho in- 
stinct is to rush to the Stock Board and gell all 
they have for as much as can be got. 

How has it been with National securities? 
Ina time of panic, wo should imagine that a 
loan so generally held would bu the first to suf 
fer, und particularly loans that bye been so 
dreadfully abused and denounced as those i 
sued by tho Governinout. When frightened 
money-dealers were rushing hither and thither 
with Erie and Hudson and New-York Contral, 
and willingly submitting to heavy losses, the 
holders of Government securities stood finn. 
‘Tho storm passed over them unheeded, and in 
the darkest moments of those anxious days, tho 
PivoTeanty_nnd Seveu-Thirty_ and Ten-Forty 
held their own. Hero sro tho figures of tho 
New-York market:

This suggests o natural comment. We sco 
that, after all, tho great seourity is tho seonrity 
of the peoplo. Nothing but a National calamity 
can affect it. Railroad stocks may become 
worthless; Petroleum companies explode; banks 
may be robbed; but all these causes affect indi- 
vidual credit, and ovly strengthen that of the 
Government. Great is Wall-st., but greater 
even than that mighty Rialto is the National 
Exchange. At last, we hayo found'something 
above the reach of fraud’ and panic. The 
losson should be learned. This great argument 
in favor of tho National credit should be taken 
up by tho press and proclaimed aloud. Here, 
at last, is something freo from the eddy, tho 
whirlpool, the current—tho uncertain, shifting 
changes of money andcredit. ‘Trust-guardian: 
rotired+ capitalists, widows ond orphans, tho 
careful business man with his last year's profit, 
the prndent farmer with his Sommer crop, 
should mark this, and remember that tho only 
investment aboye the reach of money-changers 
and stock-gamblers is the National Loan.
